Little mmmy That Council
Will Accept Offer for Sale of .
Flavel Brick Buildiing.

ROUGH 9UTLINE OF NEW HALL

Foundation to Be of Stone and
Building of Woed—Jail Will

Be Loeated in Basement
of Structure,

There s little probabllity that the
offer of Captain Flavel to sell his fine
brick bullding to the city will be ac-
cepted. A majority of the members of
the councll feel disposed to go ahead
with the city bullding proposition In-
augurited before the offer came from
Captaln Flavel, and there seems little
doubt that the offer will be refected.
At that, however, exception s taken
to the statement that there Is In this
new offer an evident deslre to pawn
off on the city an old structure. The
offer of Captain Flavel was made at
the instigation of Councllman Nord-
strom, who was urged to look Into the
matter by prominent taxpayers, Cap-
tain Flavel did not take the fnitiative,
and it Is only fair to him to say that
he made the proposal upon the request
of a clty officinl whose sole idea Is to
save the ¢lty a largeysum of money.
Councilmen Morton and Kaboth yes-
terday declared themselves against
buying the Flavel brick. Hoth gentle-
men agree that the offer is a splendid
ones but entertaln the opinion that the
bullding Is not at all suited to the
neads of the city.

“l1 am informed by rellable persons
that much of the woodwork of the
building Is rotted” sald Mr. Morton
yesterday. "1 agree that the offer Is
indead an excellent one, but the bulld-
ing Is not suited to our needs. It
would cost a considerable sum to alter
it, and we would have on our hands
the city hall property recently pur-
chased. 1 shall oppose the purchase.”
Baid Councilman Kaboth: *“We have
already made provislon for a new clty
hall, and I shall oppose purchase of
the Flavel brick. The bullding Is not
at all adapted to the requirements of
the municipulity, and, while the offer
is one that any business man would
jump at, the city can not well buy this
property. We can put up a clty bulid-
ing which will.fill our needs for 20
years to come with the funds which we
will be able to provide. If we bought
the brick we would not do so with the
Idea of permanently retaining that lo-
catlon. It ls my ldea that we should
have a hall bullt for the purposes re-
quired.”

Mr. Nordstrom's Ideas.
Councllman Nordstrom still clings to
his belief that the council should make
the purchase. He points out that the
city has paid $4000 for a hall site and
will be required to pay an additional
$1000 for street Improvements around
the property. It will be necessary for
the council to transfer §10,000 from the
general fund to the city hall fund In
order to provide the money neécessary
for the construction of the hall, and
in this wdy the Indebtedness will be
Increased $156.000, according to Mr.
Nordetrom's figures. The hall must be
bullt just as quickly as possible, so
the councll will have no opportunity
to accumulate a fund before the bulld-
ing 1a completed except by making the
transfer,

“1 believe we should buy the Flavel
brick,” sald Mr. Nordstrom yesterday,
discussing the matter, “So far as the
purchase of the eity hall site at Six-
teenth and Exchange s concerned, we]
nead not further cripple ourselves fi-
nancially. If the Flavel proposition
will be a better one for the city than
the proposal for the construction of a
new city hall, then we should accept
It. Muany property holders have come
to me and urged me to use my Influence
to bring about the purchase. One of
the wealthlest men of the city today
told me that the Flavel property would
Increase enough In value within the
next flve yedrs to endable the clty to dis-
pose of It at a price which would per-
mit of the bullding of a hall costing
$50,000, So many favorable expres-
glons came to me that 1 secured an
option from Captain Flavel on the
property, The option will hold good
until the 21st inst. 1 shall present the
mutter at the specinl meeting of the
councll Monday night.”
Plan for the New Hall.

Architect Schacht and the members
of the public property committee, with
Mayor Surprenant, have already rough-
ly drafted the plans for the proposed
new structure. The bulliding I8 to be
B0x60 feet.

The lbrary will also be located
on the second foor, together with the
council chambers, Upon the stone
foundation will rest a structure of
wood, with slate roof. The foundation
will be so constructed that the wooden
bullding can at any time be removed
and o stohe or brick bullding substi-
tuted.

On the first floor of the bullding will
be the offices of the nuditor, treasurer,
city attorney, mayor and street super-
intendent. The water commission will
also be provided with offices, although
the location of the commission's head-
guarters has not yet been definitely
determined.

The rough sketch of the structure
provides for u bullding that will cost
in the nelghborhood of 323,000, How-
ever, members of the council admit
that if the city uadertnln the con-
struction of a $25,000 hall, the cost will
run up to 330,000 before It Is com-

pleted,

There will be mnuldonb&o objection
to tbe location of the city jall in the
foundation of the hall. Other commu-
nities have tried this experiment with
most unsatisfactory results, and the
prediction is freely made that the As-
toria councll Is about to fall into one
serfous error In erecting it new hall
It 18 the purpose to add a piatrol wagen
to the city’s paraphernalla.

The public property committee will
submit & report to the councll st the
adjourned meéeting, and It will then
be decided just what is to be done.
Mr, Schacht has ngreed to send down
the plans for the bullding at the ear-
llest possible moment. The commitiee
Is anxlous to get the roof on the struc-
‘ture before the winter months set In,
and will therefore rush matters.

London, June 9.—The fact has just
peen made public that the prince of
Wales has come Into u substantial
windfall by the death of the duke of
Cambridge. Many of the leases grant-
ed by the duchy of Cornwall 40 or 60
years ngo were on the three-lives sys-

ed for the term of the survivor of
three lives. The duke’s was the third
surviving life named in many of these
leases, and all of these now revert to
the prince of Wales, us duke of Corn-
wall,

Vancouver, B C, June §.—A freak
of nature in the shape of albino marten
has just been brought to town by Hun-
ter J. Gond. He trapped this curious
specimen on Lake Nimpkish, at the
northern end of Vancouver lsland. The
umal color of a marten In dark, and
the animal generally has o binck streak
down the back. This specimen Is of
a rich orange color streaked with
white, Most martens have a dash of
orange around the thront; on this one
the color ha# taken the place of the
dark brown all over the back, while

says $206 Is the least price for this
small animal which nature has marked
so curfously, He states that It Is the
only one of ita kind ever trapped on
the Pacific coast and probably In the
world.
